POWELL CLAYTON, the Gov- 
ernor of Arkansas, a wretch wreaking 
with crime, scaly with leprosy, and 
whose hands are stained with blood 
and the shame of innocent women, has 
spent several days in Memphis, un- 
molested, while playing the bully and 
blackguard. Weary of life, but too 
great a coward to hang himself, he 
covets the death of the martyr as a re- 
lief from a loathsome life, and, like a 
reckless desperado and braggart, he 
strutted about, inviting somebody to 
take a life as miserable as it is worthless. 

But Memphis, anxious to preserve her 
name for loyalty, nursed the asp while 

in her bosom, and a few fawning,

to gather around the pool of Siloam.

The Pavement Question. 
The article aubjoined is from one of our 
oldest and best citizens whose views are 
entitled to weight and consideratiou. The 
suggestion made at the last will doubtless 
be new to some of our readers: 
Eprrors AVALANCHE: In your issue of 
the 29th, you copy an article from Michi- 
gan, withsuitable remarks upon this 
vexed question, as regards the city of 
Memphis. The peculiar hardships grow- 
ing out of the policy adopted are so pal- 
pable and so manifestly unjust, that the 
sooner our courts settle the rights we are 
entitled to under the laws of the land, the 
better it will be for all concerned. If, as 
is the case with many lots near the suburb 
ends of the Nicolson pavement, they will 
not sellfor enough to pay for the pave- 
ment, and the city,or contractors, go upon 
other lots, not paved, belonging to the 
same individual, for the deficit, it should 
be known as soon as possible. The hard- 
ship is still more aggravated, when we are 
assessed more than double the price paid 
in Chicago,while the labor and lumber are 
cheaper here. It is of interest to every 
citizen to have any street paved, for ail 
have the right of way over it,and it would 
seem more equitable if the property on 
each side were assessed one-third, and the 
city the other. This, we are advised, is the 
rule adopted in some other cities.

The following decision which has been 
made by the Supreme Court, now holding 
its December term atthe capital, settles 
an important point of law with regard to 
the jurisdiction of Justices of the Peace: 
A. G White vs. Robert Buchanan:

fer of a judgment for $246, rendered 20th 
of June, 1860, in favor of C. M. Comstock 
vs. W. R. Blackman. This r was

Justice rendered a judgment against 
Buchanan for $345 31, from which there 
was an appeal to the Cireuit Court, where 
a judgment was rendered for defendant, 
Buchanan, under the charge of the court 
to reverse, from which there was an appeal 
to this court. 

Several questions have been discussed 
here, but in the view we have taken of 
the case, it is unnecessary to notice them, 

as the Justice of the Peace had no juris- 
diction of the subject matter. Hy section 
4,123 of the Code, the jurisdiction of Jus- | 
tices of the Peace extends to five hundred

nately, whether calling for dollars and 
cents simply, or foran amount to be dis- 
charged in other means than money—and 
upon indorsements of negotiable paper 
where demand and notice are expressly 
waived in — indorsement. A written 
undertakin rantee the payment of 
the debt o her, for value received, 
does not fall ‘within this description. 

By sub-section 2, of section 4,123, the 
jurisdiction of a justice extends to all un- 
settled accounts, obligations, contracts, or 
other evidence of debt not embraced in 
the preceding sub-section, when the 
amount does not exceed the sum of $250. 

It is very clear that under these provi- 
sions of the Code i had no juris- 
diction, in this case, for the sum for which 
judgment was rendered. The appearance 
of the parties in the Circuit Court did not 
ive that court jurisdiction. (1 Hum., 
2;9 Yer., 30. 

No motion was made in the Cireuit Court 
to dismias the cause for want of jurisdic- 
tion; but it being manifest tothe court 
that the justice had no jurisdiction of the 
— ect matter, the cause will be dismissed, 
the plaintiff allowed to bring a new 
action in the proper form.

The geveral market presented more ani- i 
mated features to-day, but the volume of 
business was light. Cotton opened dull. 
The most important sale of the morning 
was u list of 250 bales at e for low mid- 
dling aud 27'¢ for middling. The Live® 
pool statement, published below, shows a | 
decrease of 26,000 bales in the general sup- 
ply on band and afloat, and an increase ef 
only 1,000 bales in tho proportion of Amer- 
ican cotton, as compared with the state- 
ment received last week. Sales to the 
trade for the week were 44,000 bales, 
against 54,000 bales for last week. It is 
possible that more spinners have resorted 
to short time. Provisions are firm at yes- 
terday's prices, though there was a sale 
of 40,000 ponnds clearsidesto arrive at 
17e. There were no arrivals of packets 
up to noon, and consequently there was 
no Western produce on the market. A 
dispatch from Cairo says the wharf boats 
at that point are loaded down with 
grain, ete., for want of tonage. Steamers 
coming out from above that point are 
generally fully loaded for the South. 

The money market continues easy and 
fairly active, though some of the banks 
would like a more active employment for 
money in cotton bilis, but the amount of 
exchange making is more than equal to 
the demand, were it fairly distributed 
among the banks. We refer to Eastcrn 
exchange. New Orleans exchange is dull, 
with little making. It passes at 0 \¢ 
per cept. discount at the banks. Eastern 
bills pass at , to , per cent. disceunt. In 
checking rates are offto par on the 
East and par to M premium on New Or- 
leans. The routine of counter business 
was brisk this morning and increased de- 
posits were reported at the leading monied 
institutions. 

Gold was unchanged, with rates rather 
nominal, from the fact that deal- 
ers reported very little doing either in 
buying or selling. Small purehases were 
made at 135'¢, with corresponding sales at 
138 Over the counter. It opened in New 
York at 1386, was 136%¢ at noon, and closed 
at 136%,witha large short interest reported 
still outstanding.
